EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Tedeschi et al. (EP 0 992 252 A2) discloses coating a medical device such as catheters or 
medical wires or stents (column 6, lines 7-10) by dipping the medical device into a coating 
composition that comprises polyisocyanate, polyester resin, polyethylene oxide, acetonitrile, 
THF and isocyanopropyltriethoxysilane and evaporating the solvent at ambient conditions for 
approximately 20 minutes and placing the device in an oven to cure at 40 °C for ten hours 
(example 1). Tedeschi' s method differs from the instant method in that Tedeschi does not 
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disclose cleaning the medical device prior to coating the device and also Tedeschi does not 
disclose grafting the PEI to the coated device. 

Puffer et al. (Incorporation of Nitric Oxide-Releasing Crosslinked Polyethyleneimine 
Microspheres Into Vascular Grafts; Journal of Biomedical Materials Research', Wiley, New 
York, NY, Vol. 37, No. 2, November 1997 (1997-11)., pp 182-189; provided by applicants on 
form PTO 1449) discloses incorporating nitric oxide releasing cross-linked polyethyleneimine 
microspheres into the pores vascular grafts by dipping the porous graft into a suspension that 
contains the nitric oxide releasing cross-linked polyethyleneimine microspheres. The method of 
Puffer differs from the instant method in that the method of the prior art does not include a 
cleaning and silanization of the graft and formation of hydrogel on the silanized surface upon 
which is then grafted the polyethyleneimine. 

The pending claims are thus allowable.
